enforced, there would be a bettor class 
of boys for parents and teachers to deal 
with. It should be the duty of the peace 
ollicers to take charge of every bov 
found on tho streets during school hours 
and take them either directly to their 
parents or to school, so that cither 
teachers or parents might know whore 
they are; and then they could not play 
truant without being found out. 


Parents uud teachers should co-operate 


heartily with one another for tho good 
of our boys, parents having confidence 
that the teachers have the best interests 
of ttm children at heart. 


1 am sure any one at all acquainted 


with Professor Hcaton would never sup- 
pose that ho intended "to place as 
teachers of those bovs persons who are 
utterly devoid of youthful sympathy," 
etc., as intimated in the letter written 
by "A Mother." 


A reform school in connection with 


the public schools might bo a disgrace 
to the city and a reflection upon its 
morals, but would it be any greater dis- 
grace than tho present stale of morals 
among our youth and the crying need 
for such an institution?

dle Fi'osno Olives and 


Jlcndcr Oil.

day from tbu firm of Tlmlchor & Sonttol 
Pomona, saying that a member of the 
(Inn would arrive here next Tuesday 
morning for the purpose of establishing 
a plant to manufacture pickled olives 
and olive nil. 


A portion of tlio machinery is on the 


way, mid it IH tho purpose of tho pro- 
moters of this now enterprise to put tho 
nlant in place and begin operations as 
soon as possible. 


The company has already advertised 


for green olives, for which they oiler at 
tho rate of 4 cents n pound. 


In planting out orchards tho horticul- 


turists around Fresno have not forgotten 
to put in a number of olivo Iroos, some 
from faith in their becoming valuable 
and others lor experimental purposes. 


The result is that there IH quite an 


amount of this fruit within a few miles 
of town, much of which lias heretofore 
igouc to waste for want of facilities to 
utilize It. 


Last year tho I-'rceno Vineyard man- 


agement pickled a quantity of that 
product and found a ready market at 
remunerative prices. 


A number of young orchards have 


been set out to select varieties, and the 
industry bids fair to develop into groat

After being nearly three years within 


the shadow of the scaffold, despair con- 
flicting with hope in Iris bosom for mas- 
tery, lie. F. 0. Vincent waa executed 
yesterday, a minute before the noon hour 
for having murdered his wife, Annie L. 
Vincent. 


Vincent met his doom bravely and 


looked upon the sea of faces below him 
without flinching. There was no air of 
bravado nbout him, and even though the 
memory of his atrocious crime made one 
shudder, it waa impossible not to feel 
eome degree of sympathy for thcdoou'"d 
man. 


Vincent passed u sleepless night. Af- 


ter his parting with his mother he was 
visited by HEI'IJHLKJAN reporters and, 
though still affected by the trying scene 
he had just gone through, he talked 
freely of his execution. 


While lie had a lingering hope that 


the governor might interfere, be at the 
same time eecmed to perceive the un- 
reasonableness of it, and said he would 
meet his fate without quailing. 


No other visitors were admitted dur- 


ing the night, the remainder of which 
he epent talking to Al Studcr and Mr. 
Swain of the death watch. Ho also 
looked ocranionally into the Now Testa- 
ment given him by Hev. J. H. Collins. 
Ho betrayed some nervousness now and 
then, and was permitted to use stimu- 
lants more frequently than heretofore. 


A (1OOI) IlltliAKKANT. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock in tlio morn- 


ing Vincent expressed :i desire for 
breakfast, and the jail cook was ordered 
to prepare the best ho could. At 8.45 
breakfast was served lo Vincent in hit* 
cell. 


It consisted of quail on toast, fried 


potatoes, hot oaltos, rum omelette, hot 
blKcuits and butter and coffee. 


It had a very appetizing appearance, 


but the condemned man did not make 
a hearty meal, though he remarked that 
it was a good hrcakfa&i for a man about 
to be banged. 


After breakfast Vincent received a 


few friends, among them Chief of Police 
Hoilgersof Sacramento. llu smoked a 
good deal, and evidently found it a 
source of strength. 


At JO o'clock Kev. .1. II. OolliiiB vis- 


ited Vincent and remained with him 
until tlie end, giving spiritual comfort. 
Vincent wrote several more letters, and 
gave them to Mr. Collins to mail. 


Vincent became quite anxious and 


iii.TVuiiii about- thin time, ami said he ex- 
pected to receive word from Governor 
JUurkham through Senator (Joucher. 


The message came, but it gave the 


quietus to the condemned man's hope, 
it being lo the effect that the governor 
had refused to interfere. 


Sheriff Scott annp^eed the govern- 


or's final decision to Mr. Collins, who 
broke the news to Vincent. 


"It is just as well," said Vincent; 


"tho last prop is gone, and I'm glad lo 
know it." 


Vincent then promised Mr. Collins if 


he would ascend the scaffold with him, 
as his mother had begged him, he (Yin- 
cent) would do his part without, a break. 
Mr. Collins consented, and 
Vincent 


asked to have prayer. In the course of 
prayer he remembered those especially 
with whom he had had trouble. 


UK IIHKAKK JKMVX. 


Vincent broke down for the first time 


when talking about his son. He wept 
like a child, and several minutes elapsed 
before he recovered. He expressed sor- 
row at leaving tlie Itoy such a heritage, 
after which lie eiioke tenderly of his 
mother. 


lie begged Pastor Collins to accom- 


pany bis remains lo Nnpa, sis his mother 
had requested, but with this wish Mr. 
Collins was unable to comply. 


The condemned man then read from 


the Bible. His favorite passage was the 
seventh verse of the eighth chanter of 
St. John, concerning the woman taken 
in adultery, where Christ says: 


"He that ia without sin among rou, 


let him first cast a, stone at her." 


Vincent bad turned so often to this 


passage that tho Testament opened at 
that page of itself. He said the people 
condemned him ; it was the way of tho 
world, but God would not do so. 


Half an hour later Vincent gave way 


again and wept. Dr. W. T. Maupin

Vincent was then conducted 


kick to his cell, after which the pris- 
oners were locked in theirs, so us to pre- 
vent their seeing the execution.

Under Sheriff Ucrry wont up to Vin- 


cent's cell for tho last time at 11.45 
o'clock, for thu purpose of reading the 
death warrant. Tlie formality was an 
impressive one, and was gone through 
in Uio presence of Death AVatches Scott 
and Drs. Maupin and T. M, Htiyden. 


Going to the little window of the cell, 


through which the light came in sub- 
duet], Berry informed Vincent oi the 
object of his visit and then proceeded to 
read tho death warrant in low but dis- 
tinct tones. 


Vincent stood before the under sheriff 


listening intently. He displayed con- 
siderable nervousness and chewed the 
eud of the cigar at which he was puff- 
ing furiously in a jerkv manner. 
He 


also showed the effect,ol the stimulants 
that hud been administered and swayed 
slightly to aud fro.. 


After the warrant had been read 


Under Sheriff Berry shook hands with 
Vincent and left tho cell. Vincent ap- 
proached Dr. W. T. Maupin, shook him 
by the hand, and addressing himself to 
both Maupin and Hayden, asked that 
lie he given a little more b round in. His 
request was granted and the condemned 
man was left alone with tho guards and 
JPas'or Collins,

About J1.20 o'clock Attorney S. R. 


Hart appeared at the jail with the fol- 
lowing telegram from his brother, Sen- 
ator E. C. Hart: 


"SACKASIKSTO, October 27, 18'j:i. 


"S. R. Hart, Fresno:—Have just seen 


-..iggiiiH. Markluim in San Kranciaco. 
We are trying to locate him by wire. 
Soe Scott and have execution postponed 
an hour." 


Sheriff Scott, by the advice of his at- 


torney, refused to grant a postpone- 
ment. A weighty consideration leading 
to thin refusal was no doubt tho tele- 
gram received an hour before from Sen- 
ator Goucher, to which reference has. 
been made and which read as follows:

"Dr. Vincent, County Jail, Fresno—Ij 


had a long interview wrh Governor 
Markham at tho Palace hotel last oven- 
ing. He will not interfere. Meet the 
hour like a brave man.

Atlorncv Hart exerted himself faith- 


fully in Vincent's behalf until the last 
and made every effort to secure a re- 
prieve, but his exertions proved of no 
avail. 
Senator 
Gouehcr'H 
telegram 


clearly showed that the governor was 
determined that Vincent should suffe: 
for his horrible crime. 


TO TUI; si;Ai-'roi,i>, 


Whilu the time passed slowly to tin 


crowd wailing for tho hour of execution, 
to Vincent the minutes seemed seconds. 


Unsteady as tie was from tho effects of 


stimulants which ho had Uiken to nerve 
him to meet the supreme moment, his 
mental faculties wore unimpaired and 
he keenly realized )m situation. 


At last tlie lime arrived for carryin; 


out the sentence, ami at ll.ljG o'cloi: 
Sheriff Scott mounted the slitirs to Vin 
cent's cell to notify him Unit thu houru! 
execution had arrived. 


After bidding the various ollicials a 


busty farewell, and thanking them foi 
the many kiiidnc&Hcs shown him b) 
them, ho was hid down stairs, supportei 
by Sheriff Scott. Kov. J. II. Collins fol- 
lowed, and in tlio jailer's ollice the trio 
were joined by the sheriff's deputies. 


A uliorL walk across the jailor'u ollico 


brought tho little procession to tbo rear 
door of the jail, and a moment late/ 
they stepped onto the gallows

Sheriff Scott and Under Sheriff Hcr/j 


were already on tho ticaffold, whlk 
Deputy Timniins .stood beside the di|or 
witii the straps in his hands.

above and below the knees, which m 
his footing unsteady, .is he could nol 
steady or balance himself.

to tins on either side, Vincent the while 
giving directions and requiring a strap 
to be loosened that had been buckled 
loo tight.

This completed ho assumed an erect 


posture, steadied in position, and with- 
out show of nervousness beyond tho vig- 
orous pulling of tho cigar, gazed at the 
crowd while prayer was offered. 


At a signal from the sheriff Hev.

"Almighty God,in mercy and pity,look 


down upon iis and forgive us our sins 
and our trailtyressiona, aud may the 
grace of God lead us unto repentance 
and finally bring us all into the haven 
of eternal rest.

Scott said to him: 


"Do you wish to say anything, Doc?"

Wejire ready, Mr. Sheriff!" 


The rope had already been placed 


about his neck loosely, and now came 
the work of its final adjustment. 


He turned quickly to tlie under sheriff 


and said: "Berry, don't forget to do as 
I told you ; draw it tight and fix the 
knot just aa I told you," referring to the 
explicit directions ho had previously 
given tho sheriff, with the two-fold view 
of preventing the laceration of his neck 
and also to insure its dislocation and 
thereby painless death. 


Berry wafl fi«Ulint? the knot in place 


and deputv Itodford .Irew the black cap 
over his face, from n-.der the folds of 
which Vincent continued hisrnmmnnds 
to Berry to "draw it up tight."

justment and signified his readiness. 


At tho signal from Sheriff Scott, given 


at 11.50, tho unseen man in the closet 
Behind the jail door pulled the rope, tho

They found tho doors locked, how- 


sver, and a notico posted on it that Via- 
tors would be admitted at U.3U p.m. 
The disappointed crowd waited patiently

Mattpiii, C. H. Adair, T. 31. Hayden,

On removing the black cap, \vhich

1893, aged 41 years, II months and 0 
days." 


The doors of the undertaking shop 


were opened at 2:SO o'clock, and the 
people thronged into it in great num- 
ber's. There was a steady stream of 
visitors for several hours, and it was 
quite late in the evening before Uio 
doors were closed for the day. 


The body will be shipped to Mrs. 11. 
. Ohappell, Vincent's mother, atNapa, 


oil the noon train today, and the funeral 
will lake place al Nap i on Sunday morn- 
hg. 


A MAJ.*-KII,U:K. 


/'The scaffold on which Vincent was 
hung hits somi'thing of :i reputation as :i 
man-killer. To the unimaginative it is 
simply a gallows; to the imaginative, a 
forbidding instrument of destruction. 


The gallows was sent here by Sheriff 


II. J. Broughlon of Santa Barbara, from 
whom it waa burrowed by ex-Sheriff J. 
M. Hensley, who thought at one lime 
he would have lo ecnd Vincent to the 
Other world. 


Peculiarly enough the liret man hi 


on it was a wife murderer, for whom it 
may bo said lo have been constructed. 
Vincent is the third uxoricido who has 
dangled from its scarred cross-beam. 


Aftojiolher six men have been o:.. 


culed on Um scaffoldt Vincent being the 
sixth. On one occasion two men were 
hung on it at one time. The scaffold 
has done eervire-in Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino, Santa Barbara and Fresno, 
and its health is so good as to warrant 
the belief that it will survive many 
other capital criminals. 


The legal proceedings in this casehav 


been remarkable in several particulars. 


District Attorney Tupper prosecuted 


tho case, ami F. II. Short was associated 
with him for the iieople, \vhiUs Menn 
Hogan and S. K. Hart conducted thi 
defense. 


Tho trial was before .'hidgo Holmes 


and a jury, and was a long and hard 
fought one, in which about sixty \vlt- 
nofwes were Enlrnduml, mopt of tlioir 
by the defense for tho imn>060 of show- 
ing the defendant insane, caused by tin1 
inordinate use of liiiuur and couiine. 


Tho jury found him guilty of murder 


in tlie drat degree, and Jlxed tlie pun- 
ishment at death, and ho was seHiu'iiced 
to bu executed in tho common fail May 
2(», 1801. 


From this decision the defendant ap- 


pealed to the supremo court, which uf- 
llrmed the decision of tho superior court 
was alUrmeil. Tho dcfcngo then applict 
for a rehearing, which was denied, am 
the supreme court it-sued a rcmittitm 
directing the superior court to execuk 
judgment.

17 Justice Field of the United States su- 
preme court issued tho writ of error, 
and further proceedings were stayed 
until that court should hear and decido 
the ease.

On May 15 last the United Slates su- 


preme court dismissed the appeal far 
want of jurisdiction, and in duo procci.s 
of law a rcmittitur was sent down to tile 
supreme court of California which dj- 
cided against Vincent, and again tile 
superior court of this county wah direct' 
ed to execute judgment. 


For tho third time Vincent waa ar- 


raigned before Judge Holmes for sen- 
tence, and tlie date was, at Vincent's 
suggestion, on the 27th instant, which 
sentence was executed ye'sterday.

One of the Most Brutal in Crimi- 


nal Annals. 


Though 
nearly 
three years have 


(lapsed since the commission of the 
:ritnc for which Vincent yesterday nn- 
U'rwont punishment, many people re- 
nember the c iron m stances clearly, and 
1 brief review ip all that will ho neces- 
sary here. 


Vincent came here wilh his wife in 


ISS5 from Modesto, where they wore 
narriod. Her maiden name was Annie 
L. Tool, and their married life before 
•Dining to Fresno is said to have been a 
fairly nappy one, though he was even 
Lheu addicted to the use of liquor. 


After coming to Fresno he became 


Hlill more dissipaled and his practice de- 
creased 
gradually. Subsequently he 


became so worthless as to cease alto- 
gether to provide for his wife and child, 
and Mrs. Vincent, by taking in sowing, 
became the muiiiHtay of tho family.

would have hung him had they been 
able to get hold of him. At the jail lie 
frothed at the mouth from the effects of 
the poison, hut he speedily recovered. 


When he learned that there waa dan- 


ger from the mob he asked Sheriff HOUH- 
ley to blindfold him, In case ho fell into 
the hands of those who were threaten- 
ing to hang him, ami ho asked an ti 
special favor Unit he be shot instead of 
hanged. 


For a day extra guards wore put on at 


the jail
